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Auber: Le Cheval de Bronze—Overture. London Phil- 
harmonic Orchestra conducted by Constant Lambert.

Continuing the series of overtures from the works of Auber 
which Mr. Lambert has recorded for H.M.V. recently, we 
have a well played and remarkably clear and clean record- 
ing of The Bronze Horse Overture. The wealth of orches- 
` tal detail in this rather simple but gay disc is worth listen- 
ing to if for no reason other than to convince your ears that 
such good recording can be done. 

There were two other versions available: Goossens 
(G-C1997) ; Godfrey (C-DX69), but these are definitely 
replaced by this fine new modern recording.

This set contains many lessons in what not to do, Perhaps 
the most important is that the recording company should 
not have attempted these discs without the assistance of 
a musical consultant who knows the organ and its literature. 
The results are contrary to all good musicianship, Another 
point to be raised is; why couple these two composers in 
an album? If these discs are played on a "laboratory" play- 
back they undoubtedly will sound fair, but as most of us 
do not have that type machine in our homes we find these 


useless. The artistic integrity of the soloist might be ques- 
tioned for the shabby treatment the Wachet Auf! receives. 


Repeats are not observed and some of the tempi will stand 
questioning. Only Nun komm’ de Heiden Heiland is a 
"first," while the others have had excellent treatment in 
the Pathé Three Centuries of Organ Music. In dulci 
jubilo is the same version as played by Laumann on G- 
X4975. 


The Daquin Noels are truly delightful but from these 
Victor renderings of them you could never guess it, Listen 
to the same Organist playing the same organ but recorded 
by Technichord (TC-1139) listed in this month's Supple- 
ment and you will understand our feelings on the subject. 


The late S. L., Rothafel used to say in the early days of 
radio to one of the organists at the Capitol theatre to play 
"on his box of whistles"—that is just about what this set 
VM-616 amounts to. 


For domestic organ recordings we still suggest Musicraft 
or Technichord, 


Bach: Suites (Sonatas) for Unaccompanied Cello: No.

This marks the appearance of Volume VI of the Bach 
Society, Issued in England in June of 1938, these discs 
met with great acclaim, and now Victor has issued them 
domestically but still with the society restrictions. 


This album which has been eagerly awaited by a host of 
music lovers is accompanied by a booklet of notes on the 
Suites by J. A. Westrup, who wrote the original copy for 
the English issue. 


The set is expertly played and the flawless recording 
will be appreciated by many. Casals, whose name appears 
all too infrequently on the lists, is the ideal interpreter for 
this series and we hope that the rest of the Suites—there 
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are six in all—will find their way into the domestic lists, 

The only other recording of a complete Suite from this 
series is to be found on Musicraft (MC-19): No. 4, in 
E-flat Major, played by Iwan d'Archambenu.

A delightful companion set to the two discs of Concerto in 
G Major, Op. 7, No. 6, played by Marguerite Roesgen 
Champion (V-4441/2) and issued by Victor last month 
on the Connoisseur's List. 


This concerto is in three movements; Allegro di molto; 
Andante; Allegro, and as performed by these artists will 
be a most welcome addition to the lists of older music, The 
performers are the same who participated in the chamber 
music festivals in colonial Williamsburg and New Haven. 


The spirit of the composition has been caught by the 
artists and transferred to the discs in a manner which will 
hold your attention and give you much enjoyment. A set 
of "first" discs which we highly recommend for its artistry 
and beautiful recording. 


BAX 


Bax, Sir Arnold: Sonata for Viola and Piano, by 
William Primrose and Harriet Cohen (7 sides); Nonet,

Accompanied by an informative booklet of notes which 
begs us not to be too hasty in judging Bax, which is a 
necessary admonishment in the case of unfamiliar music, 
Columbia has made this interesting and valuable account 
of the earlier period of composition of Bax at a very op- 
portune time. The Sonata dates from the 1924 Salzburg 
Festival of the International Society for Contemporary 
Music, where it was performed by Miss Cohen and Lionel 
Tertis. There is a Celtic intensity of emotion, perhaps it 
may not be congenial to all tastes, but there are a warmth 
of tone and wealth of new effects which are quite extraor- 
dinary. In the Nonet, a shorter work, the tension is 
relaxed and we have time to revel in a whole kaleidoscope 
of fabulous instrumental color which the blending of the 
nine instruments makes possible. In instrumental works of 
this type Bax displays an ear which goes beyond Debussy’s, 
and a frankness of emotional utterance that reminds us of 
Tchaikowsky. This is also true in his sacred music. In the 
Mater Ora Filium — a Motet for unaccompanied choir — 
there are a sweetness of tone and flexibility of line that 
hark right back to Palestrinia, although one can spot a 
touch or two of Verdi. 
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The performances of these works is of an unusually fine poo 


standard, The Viola Sonata gets a splendid exposition from 
Primrose and Miss Cohen, and is beautifully recorded. 
The Nonet, with its nine instrumental timbres, is a record- 
ing that the engineers and artists can well be proud of. 





e complex timbres and the shades of luminous tone have 
been captured with the greatest fidelity, There is an ex- 
cellent balance which is maintained throughout the work. 
The motet makes appalling demands upon the choir, 
although there is a bit of strain upon the sopranos; never- 
theless, the recording is especially good. 


In summing up this interesting and stimulating album, 
we feel that it may take several hearings before one be- 
comes accustomed to Baxs medium: but on no account 


should this music be neglected,

Continuing the “small” Beethoven, Schnabel gives us a 
well played and recorded set. The Bagatelles, Op. 33, is 
a collection of small pieces wrillen over a period of twenty ~ 
years, from when Beethoven was twelve years of age to 
when he was thirty-two. The order is believed to be more 
or less chronological, which gives them some historical 
interest, and one or two of the later ones have interest and 
charm on their own account. The little fragment Fiir Elise 
has been recorded by Schnabel before, The Menuet, dating 
from 1783, when Beethoven was thirteen years of age, is 
quite a serious work. The most important work in this set 
is the "Eroica" Variations, which is on a theme from the 
ballet Prometheus, and which he used again for the set of 
variations forming the last movement of the Eroica Sym- 
phony. This music foreshadowed the Beethoven of the 
third period. 


Schnabel has, as we have said, given us an album of 
secondary Beethoven, well played and the recording is on 
the whole first rate.

The Cantata is given a stirring 
performance by this well schooled choir, The balance of 
the voice parts is nolable, besides having such a fine 
balance all around. 


However, a word of censure must be given those re- 
sponsible for the careless labeling of the disc. The playing 
order of the sides of the Cantata are not designated nor is 
mention made of the fact that Finn Viderà is at the organ 
nor any credit given for the small string ensemble which 
adds so much to the authenticity of this performance,

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Columbia gives us a great treat with this admirable re- 
cording of the fourteen waltzes by Kilenyi, which replaces 
the very early one by Robert Lortat (CM-171). The play- 
ing of Kilenyi, an American of Hungarian descent, is that 
of a sincere artist. He is a pupil of Ernst von Dohnanyi, 
and has concertized extensively in Europe, winning lavish 
critical acclaim from musicians, the press and music lovers. 


The only other complete recording of the Waltzes is 
that by Cortot (VM-500) and comparing the two sets 
has brought out much to be admired in the young artist's 
conception of the works, Not only is his tone more lyrical; 
to say that he has the most beautiful touch of the newer 
artists would not be saying too much. His musicianship is 
of the finest. Every delicate nuance and his judicious use 
of rabato have combined to give us one of the most interest- 
ing and poetical readings ol these works on discs. | 


The recording engineers have fairly outdone themselves. 
Every subtle shade of color has been faithfully captured 
in the finest piano recording to date. 


Accompanied by an excellent booklet of notes from the 
writings of the late James G. Huneker, this set will be a 
welcome addition to your music library. 


Corelli: Concerto Grosso in G Minor (“The Christmas 
Concerto"), Op. 6, INo. 8. London Symphony Orches- 
tra conducted by Bruno Walter, 4 sides, 2-12" discs

Arcangelo Corelli was not only the greatest violin player 
of his day, but as a composer he advanced materially the 
art of concerted instrumental writing. Shortly before his 
death he completed his most consequential work; a set of 
twelve Concerti grossi, Op. 6. The title indicates that these 
were written for two violins and cello as a solo group (the 
"concertino "), with accompanying strings, which might 
be doubled at pleasure (this orchestral accompaniment was 
also called, like the form itself, the "concerto grosso," as 
distinguished from the “concertino,” the solo group). The 
player at the cembalo or organ filled out and often elab- 
orated the accompaniment from the basso continuo, or 
figured bass. 

This Concerto was composed for performance at Christ- 
mas and in the Pastorale there are clear hints of the picture 
of the Nativity that must have been in Corelli's mind. This 
recording, originally reviewed hurriedly in the November 
Record Supplement from the imported pressings, is one of 
great beauty and charm. Bruno Walter and his men have 
given us a clean and life-like recording with a fine balance, 


making these discs the best version available.

Mozart and his wife returning from their first visit to the 
composer's father were invited by Count Thun to appear . 
at a concert to be given in his private theatre at Linz. They ١ 
arrived on October 30th, and before the concert, which V 
took place on the 4th of November, this symphony was 
written. 1 
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The Symphony is scored for the usual string, with oboe, PISTON 
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derinets or futes, probably because these were not avail- 
al- > Count Thun's orchestra. The work shows the influ- 
ence of Haydn and is in four movements: Adagio-Allegro 
epitifoso (2 sides): Poco Adagio (2 sides); Menuetto and 
Tro (1 side); and Finale, Presto (2 sides). The quick 
cevemenis are notable for their festive and brilliant char- 
ecter, and the exquisite slow movement is enriched by the 
use of trumpets and drums. 


This recording, aside from Beecham's beautiful reading, 
ts highly recommended. There are a good depth of bass, 
besntiful detail and a soft brilliance of the strings which 
make it truly remarkable. Columbia’s standards are very 
hich and this set fully meets all the requirements. 


The version by the B.B.C. Orchestra-F. Busch (VM- 
225) is differently conceived and is now a bit dated, 
therefore it does not hold its own against this superb set 
by Sir Thomas and the London Philharmonic. 


PADEREWSKI 


Paderewski: Concerto in A Minor, Op. 17. Jesus 
Maria Sanromá (piano) and Boston “Pops” Orchestra 
conducted by Arthur Fiedler.

This concerto was started in ‘88 and scored in Paris in 


1 'F9. as Paderewski tells in his Memoirs. For his American 


debut, which took place at the Music Hall.in New York on 
November 17, 1891, this work was on the program. This 
fact gives us a clue as to the definite romantic appeal of 
the work. It is music which has been deeply felt by its 
composer; it is patriotic, national music, simple in thematic 
structure, and beautifully colored both in its harmony and 


its instrumentation. 


There are three movements: Allegro (4 sides) ; Romanza 
(2 sides); Allegro molto vivace (2 sides). Sanromá and 
Fiedler give us a very fine interpretation of the work, The 
piano tone is a bit "strained" due no doubt to the very 
high level of the recording but on the whole the recording 
is at least satisfactory. This set makes a nice souvenir of 
Paderewski's talent as a composer.

The Palestrina O bone Jesu has 
been out of the Victor catalogue for quite some time as 
smg by the Florentine Choir (V-9159), There is a 
version by St. Léon de Nancy Choir (PAT-X93051) but 
we prefer this newer recording. The Quaerite Primum of 
Casciolini is a "first" and the cosmposition dates from 
the 18th Century.

Walter Piston (b. Rockland, Me., 1894) is now an asso- 
ciate professor of music at Harvard. After matriculating at 
Harvard in 1924 he continued his musical studies in Paris 
under Nadia Boulanger. He has held both the John 
Knowles Paine and Guggenheim Fellowships. There is a 
great deal of interest being shown in "new names" for the 
record lists by the various companies and it is only fitting 
that Columbia should do so handsomely by a native 


composer, 


This Quartet was composed in 1933, and first performed 
in March 1934 by the Chardon Quartet of Boston, There 
are three movements: Allegro; Adagio—Moderato un poco 
mosso; Allegro vivace. The composer has worked his ideas 
in a most interesting and stimulating manner, The work 
opens with a vigorously rhythmic and dissonant theme in 
the key of C. There is, however, a great deal of writing 
that is beautifully lyric; especially the second theme of the 
first movement which is introduced by the viola. A work 
of great interest to the collector of contemporary chamber 
music. 


Henry Dixon Cowell (b. Menlo Park, Calif, 1897) 
who has been called, by Nicolas Slonimsky, together with 
Piston, two composers who were representative of distinc- 
tive American styles in music. The Movement for String 
Quartet dates from 1934, and represents the mature Cowell 
style. It is dissonant music. However, there is a simplicity 
to the rhythmic and tonal ideas which gives clarity to 
the whole. 


The players performing these works have given us an 
arresting and stimulating reading of these “Moderns”. The 
ensemble work of the Dorian Quartet is very good and 
they have been well recorded. 


PIZETTI 


Pizetti: Sonata (Violin and Piano) in A (1918).

Ildebrando Pizetti (b. 1880) is not an out-and-out "mod- 
ernist’, Embracing the accepted forms and the more or 
less familiar patterns of musical expression, he is, never- 
theless, willing to accept and make use of the harmonic 
contributions of his contemporaries. The Sonata was com- 
posed in the period between the autumn of 1918 and the 
winter of 1919. There are three movements: Tempestoso; 
Preghiera per glinnocenti; Vivo e Fresco. The opening 
movement is dominated by two themes, one give to the 
piano and the other taken by the violin shortly after the 
beginning. There is a development of these and a short 


and more simple second section which leads back to the 
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opening themes building to a dramatic close. The second 
movement Prayer for the Innocents the opening measures 
of which are set to the words O our Lord, have pity upon 
all the innocents who do not know why they must suffer. 
Castelnuovo-Tedesco writing of this movement has said: 
“Tt is not only a sublime page of music, but a vertible 
gospel of charity, There is in this movement a lovely juxta- 
position of distinctly modern harmonies with “almost 
Monteverdian chords.” The final movement Lively and 
Fresh, is as Castelnuovo-Tedesco wrote: “After so much 
pain, a new breath of life returns... It is the eternal law 
of life..." 


The recording has been accomplished in a truly remark- 
able manner. There is a fine balance between the two in- 
struments and the tone of each has been captured in a 
most life-like manner, In closing, the performance given 
by the Menuhins is one of deep sympathy and understand- 
eiue we recommend that you listen to this interesting 
work. 


RAVEL 


Ravel: Ma Mère l'Oye. C. B. Symphony Orchestra con- 
ducted by Howard Barlow.

Mr. Barlow and his men have given us a very fine read- 
ing of Ravel's Mother Goose Suite. There are five parts: 
Pavane of the Sleeping Beauty; Hop-o-My Thumb; 
Laideronette, Empress of the Pagodas; The Conversations 
of Beauty and the Beast; The Fairy Garden. The record- 
ing of these discs is all that one can desire from a technical 
side. Every graduation of tone and the particular timbre 
of the instruments has been captured with the greatest 
fidelity. The reading has been well conceived and we have 


a set of discs which are well recommended. 


"There are several versions available: N. Y. Symphony- 
Damrosch (CM-74), now quite out dated; Concerts 
Colonne-Pierne (D-25319/20) a good reading and fair 
recording; Boston Symphony-Koussevitzky (V-7370/1) 
which we highly recommend both as to recording and 
reading. You will have to decide for yourself as to whether 
you prefer Koussevitzky's more delicate and subtle reading 
or Barlow's exceptional recording.

The world is greatly in debt to the late Paul Lówenberg 
who collected the music of the Lanner-Strauss period which 
otherwise would have been lost forever. The music in this 
album is not great but it is good and you will find it an 
excellent relaxation, The Serail-Tanze is one of Strauss’ 
earliest compositions and is listed as Op. 5. The Electrofor 
Polka was scored by Strauss himself and dedicated to the 
students of the Vienna-Hoch-Schule. Festival Quadrille 
is based on five English songs of the period and ends with 
the 1870 “swing version” of Just Before the Battle Mother 
—yes and they didn't have radio then. The Paroxysmen 
Walzer was written and dedicated to the medical students 
of the Hoch-Schule. 


The recording is good and the conductor catches the 
fascinating spirit of Alt wien.

the orchestra. Technically a “must”, but to us it just 
misses being the last word.

It almost seems too good to be true and when you hear 
this magnificent recording you will almost doubt your 
ears, for such fidelity has never been captured on discs 
before. 


The solo parts are nobly sung by this oulstanding cast, 


The choral singing would be difficult to surpass in beauty 
of tone, discipline, and clarity. Perhaps the most impor- 
tant part of the ensemble is the orchestra and the Saxon 
State rises superbly to the occasion under the leadership 
of Böhm. No doubt, many who listen to this set will marvel, 
at the wealth of detail, the splendid string tone, the grand 
edge on the bass, and the singular clarity of the wood- 
wind and the percussion instruments even in the fullest 
tuttis, The most breath-taking accomplishment is the sense 
of space and perspective in the scene in the meadow on 
the banks of the Pegnitz with which the second volume 
begins. That scene with the large groups of people and 
the lively orchestral accompaniment has been transferred 
to discs in such a manner that one is left speechless, Every 
thing sounds perfectly in its place, and it seems uncanny 
that this is so faithfully communicated with all the thrill 


of a visible performance. 


The first volume takes us from the Prelude of the act to 
the change of scene when the five characters depart for 
the festival. Up to this point the recording has given us 
the sense of intimacy of Sachs's house. Volume two opens 
with the arrival of the Guilds with banners flying. The 
realization of the crowd and the sense of space is, as we 
have said, uncanny, but the burst of homage to Sachs by 
the crowd is staggering in its realism. 


The cast acquits itself with distinction. Nissen as Sachs 
is remarkable, not only for the beauty of his voice but 
also for the sincere characterization he gives us. Fuchs 
plays the ungrateful part of Beckmesser very well: he has 
just the right voice for it, and his words are clearly 
enunciated. The only criticism we have is that Tesche- 
macher is not the ideal Eva, but she handles her part well 
and to quibble on this point would be most ungrateful, 


This set will rank as one of the major achievements of 
recorded music for many years to come,

These discs are executed, in such a manner that will 
cause some dissention in the ranks; especially between the 
school of thought which holds that the Monks of Solesmes 
are the supreme arbitrators in style and execution.
